New Housing at Juniata 


T WENTY family dwelling units 

and one dormitory accommo- 
dating eighty-six single men are 
included in a veteran housing pro- 
ject at Juniata College, which will 
be completed and ready for oc- 


cupancy by September 16, the be- | 


ginning of the fall term. This pro- 
gram, a temporary housing pro- 
ject, is being provided for by the 
Federal Public Housing Adminis- 
tration with buildings formerly 
used at the Brooklyn Homes. De- 
velopment at Baltimore, Camp 
Reynolds near Greenville, Pa., and 
from the Keystone Ordnance 
Plant, Geneva, Pa. 


The dwelling units contained in 
six buildings will be located on 
the east slope of Round Top in the 


‘area between Mifflin and Moore - 


Streets, north of nineteenth. The 
dormitory is being built north of 
Oller Hall and east of the home 
built by the late John Cassidy on 
Moore Street. 


The contractor, Moyer Brothers 
of Altoona was selected by the 
federal agency. Paul Friend, ’37- 
BS, who in April was appointed 
Business Manager of the college, 
represents Juniata on the project. 


There are four apartments in 
one building which is 113 feet 
long and 24 feet wide, four apart- 
ments in each of the three other 
buildings each 100 feet long and 
20 feet wide and two apartments 
in each of the two buildings 56 by 
24 feet. Fourteen of the apart- 
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ments consists of five rooms: two 
bedrooms, kitchen, living room 
and bath. The other six apart- 
ments will contain one bedroom, 
kitchen, living room and bath, 
The buildings will be newly 
painted inside and outside and 
will be partly furnished ready for

Enlarged Enrollment 
Creates New Demands 


UNIATA COLLEGE will bend 
every effort to accommodate 
the maximum number of students 
for the coming year. One month 
prior to the September 16 open- 
ing the total registration was 570. 
This is more than one hundred in 
excess of the usual enrollment. An 
increase of ten in faculty person- 
nel, a more liberal offering of 
courses and additions to the physi- 
cal plant will help to meet the 
new demands on Juniata’s col- 
legiate education. 

Of the 349 men enrolled, 257 are 
veterans and 57 are married. 413 
of the entire group will be resi- 
dence students. 103 of these will 
room in Cloisters, 86 will room in 
Sherwood Lodge (the new FPHA 
dormitory) and 36 will room in 
private. homes. | 

Of the 270 new students accept- 
ed, 123 have been in some branch 
of the service. 112 only were 
graduates of-the high school 
class of 1946, while 45 were gradu- 
ated in 1943, 22 in 1942, 18 in 1944, 
16 in 1941, 13 in 1945, 11 in 1940 
and 24 prior to 1940. 

Regarding thejr church affilia- 
tions, the Church of the Brethren 
possesses only a slight lead over 
the Methodist, 66 to 58.
